A form of exhibitionism in which 
the subject exhibits himself in 
the nude. 

A morbid fear of open places or spaces. 

Unselfish, having primary regard 
for the interests of others or of 
the group. 

The localization of libido in the anal 
zone; according to psychoanalysis, 
this form of libidinal organization 
assumes great importance not only 
during infantile sexuality but 
throughout the rest of life. 

The anal zone occupies a position of 
great importance in the early life 
of the child antedating the genital 
phase. Anal-sadism is regarded as 
pregenital. The resentment of the 
child in giving up feces later 
takes the form of resentment 
against relinquishing any object 
of value. 

The history of a patient's illness 
antedating the period of illness-A 
survey of the patient's life. 

A sexual deviation where the person 
derives sexual excitement by licking 
the anus of another person. 

An abnormality associated with 
criminal constitutions, physical 
irregularities. 

Normlessness, without foundation, 
disorganization, demoralized 
socially. 

Eating of the victim's flesh, either 
bitten from the body (nipples that 
are bitten off and swallowed) or of 
parts sliced from the body. 

(See sociopath) 

A painful state of expectation 
concerning an impending but yet 
unknown condition.

A type of physical make-up characterized 
by slender build, flat chest and 
poor muscular development.

The role 
is often entirely unconscious. The 
person can and does engage in 
heterosexual and homosexual relation¬ 
ships. 

Act of applying mouth to the genitals. 

Fellatio (sucking the penis).

Rivalry between brothers and sisters 
over the family possessions or the 
affection of one or both parents. 

Form of anthropopagy wherein the 
deviate derives pleasure psycho- 
sexually from eating human flesh. 

The noun cannibal is seldom used in 
psychiatric practice, and the 
adjective is employed instead. 1 
Certain patients have cannibalistic 
impulses. The oral sadistic 
component is particularly vivid and 
they incorporate the anal, oedipal, and 
homoerotic drives. It is a form of 
regression.

Research conducted by analyzing 
specific incidents. 

Psychoanalysts are in agreement that 
the castration complex is memories 
of fears resident in the unconscious. 
These fears are activated during the 
stage of phallic primacy as Freud says, 
the child constructs this danger 
for itself out of the slightest 
hints which will never be wanting. 
Children of either sex believe everyone 
is born with a penis. When the male 
child finds out there are girls who 
have no penis he becomes intensely 
alarmed because he fears he will 
lose his own organ. He had lost 
other valuable possessions. During 
the oral stage, the nipple, during 
the anal, the feces, to which he 
had attached so much importance. 

The boy believes the girl once had 
such an organ. He fears that if he 
shows sexual interest in his mother 
his penis will be removed. The 
Oedipus situation becomes acute 
with such a dread being anqplified 
by threats that come from both 
parents. 

A state where the person is motionless, 
and in automatism. Can be induced in 
the third stage of hypnosis. 

A Schizophrenic reaction characterized 
by complete withdrawal from reality 
and a propensity to assume fixed 
positions. 

(See Personality Disorder)

Described by Krafft-Ebing as a passive 
homosexual male. In homosexual inter¬ 
course effeminated men feel themselves 
in the act always as women. 

An organization of the Psyche involved 
by the influences of external world 
upon the primal structure, the Id. It 
occupies a position between the Id and 
Reality. As Freud says, the Id 
produces driving power, while the 
ego is the operator of the vehicle. 

The Ego has the power of repressing 
the urge or causing it to be modified, 
substituted or postponed. 

The attitude of using others for the 
purpose of achieving personal 
happiness. 

Premature ejaculation prior to or 
following the insertion of the penis 
into the vagina. 

Sexual desire of the daughter towards 
her father, with hostility towards 
her mother. The counter part of the 
Oedipus Complex. 

A fetus, an animal in its earliest 
stages of development in the uterus. 

Relying or based solely on experiment 
and observation. 

The study of the ductless glands 
and the sympathetic nervous system of 
the body.

Body build characterized by softness 
and roundness of body, usually heavy 
set. 

Memory picture from a psychic experience. 

Psychopaths who are interested in 
urine.

Also live and act as 
someone of the opposite sex. This is 
referred to as trasvestism. 

A chronic condition of the nervous 
system characterized in severe cases 
by convulsions and unconsciousness.

Sexual interest in some artifical 
object or non-sexual part of a body. 

A sexual deviation in which the person 
can dispense with the sexual partner 
and gratifies himself sexually with 
a symbol which may be used by the 
opposite sex. In some instances 
any object may be substituted such 
as leather, linen, hair, cloth. It 
is often mistaken in its commission as 
being larceny. 

This condition is often found as a part 
of the symptom complex occurring in 
sexually psychopathic incendiarists. 

After lighting a fire, there is a 
period of exhibitionism followed by 
a desire to urinate. 

A condition in which some aspects of 
the personality is halted at an 
incomplete stage of its evaluation. 

Often accompanied by pre-occupation with 
some specific object or article. 

A sexual deviation wherein the person 
receives sexual gratification associated 
with the act of whipping or being 
whipped. Can be Sadism or Masochism. 

A psychosis occuring simultaneously in 
two persons who are intimately associated 
by emotional ties. 

The sexual excitement obtained before 

coitus, sexual excitement obtained 

at the acme is referred to as end-pleasure.

The desire to steal or appropriate 
articles. In many cases psychopathic 
personalities manifesting the 
impulsory desire to steal come under 
the heading of fetish-thieves and 
during the act of stealing receive 
sexual gratification, sometimes to 
the point of organism. 

A condition usually found in Masochism, 
wherein-' the subject is sexually 
excited through the senses of taste 
and smell by articles of filth, such 
as excrement (urine and feces). 

A condition resulting from chronic 
alcholism and characterized by defects 
in memory, orientation and the willingness 
to relate suggestions of imaginary 
incidents or experiences as true.

A sexual deviation existing between 
the love of one woman for another 
woman. The love may consist of kissing, 
breast fondling, mutual masturbation, 
cunnilingus and tribadism.

One who feigns illness. 

The stage of elation and excitement, 
which is the symptom of various 
psychoses. 

A psychosis. Behavior which is 
characterized by a pattern of variation 
between deep depression and high optimism. 
This behavior is often (but not always) 
cyclic and the moods change independent 
of the individual desires or realistic 
factors. 

Behavior which is directed toward 
self injury, may be mental or physical. 

(Onanism, Ipsation) Causation of sexual 
excitement through manual manipulation 
of the genitalia; auto-eroticism 
through friction or rubbing. 

The process of becoming fully developed, 
a mental capacity which will accept 
legal and moral responsibility for 
action. 

Depression. 

The middle layer of cells in an 
embryo from which are formed the 
muscles, bones, connective tissues, etc. 

Body build characterized by high 
development of muscles - a muscular 
build. 

Concerning the process of food 
digestion and excretion of waste 
products along with the production 
and regulation of heat. 

The conversion of certain sexual and 
erotic attitudes which takes effect 
as masculine inclusion of the impulse 
life of the male, without leading to 
Homosexuality. 

An ethnic or special interest group 
within a larger population; any category 
of persons forming less than a majority 
of the total population.

The unconscious desire of a son to 
replace his father—to kill the father 
and marry the mother. It may be 
described as an excessive attachment 
of the son to the mother, with 
unconscious sexual wishes. The sexual 
wishes only reflect an infantile form 
of sexuality which existed in early 
childhood. The gratification of 
that period consisted of the existent 
affection between the mother and the 
child. This affection was often 
frustrated by the father. The term, 
coined by Freud, was taken from a Greek 
myth. It is the story of an exiled 
son who returned, slew his father in 
combat, and later married his mother. 

The son had been exiled by the father 
on advice of an oracle who had 
predicted that his son was destined to 
slay him,. When the son later learned 
from the oracle that the man he slew 
was his father and the woman he married 
was his mother, he was remorseful that 
he gouged out his eyes. The Mother then 
committed suicide. The Freudian 
school has recently tried to connect 
this incident with the origin of the 
castration complex. 

Sexual pleasure obtained through the 
use of the mouth on the sexual organs. 

Pertaining to the physical organism. 

Sexual excitement by love of odors. 

Covering up weakness by emphasizing 
desirable trait or making up for 
frustration in one area by ovesgratification 
in another.

Frequent coitus with different partners 
without sexual gratification. 

False modesty, an aversion of anything 
pertaining to sex. 

Sexually inadequate men to boast of 
their sexual prowess to compensate 
for their impotence. 

Certain psychopathic personalities 
belonging to the hysterical group, 
whose chief role in life is deception, 
lying and cheating, and to whom 
fabrication is an art. 

Relating to the forces of the mind. Ideas 
and impulses are charged with emotions, 
to which the general expression psychic 
energy is given. For example, delusions 
of persecution or obsessions or conpulsions 
are described as psycho-dynamic 
phenomena, in that they are said to 
represent the results of activity 
of psychic forces.

When the male 
child finds out there are girls who 
have no penis he becomes intensely 
alarmed because he fears he will 
lose his own organ. He had lost 
other valuable possessions. During 
the oral stage, the nipple, during 
the anal, the feces, to which he 
had attached so much importance. 

The boy believes the girl once had 
such an organ. He fears that if he 
shows sexual interest in his mother 
his penis will be removed. The 
Oedipus situation becomes acute 
with such a dread being amplified 
by threats that come from both 
parents.

A psychosis. Behavior which is 
characterized by a pattern of variation 
between deep depression and high optimism. 
This behavior is often (but not always) 
cyclic and the moods change independent 
of the individual desires or realistic 
factors. 


Behavior which is directed toward 
self injury, may be mental or physical. 

(Onanism, Ipsation) Causation of sexual 
excitement through manual manipulation 
of the genitalia; auto-eroticism 
through friction or rubbing. 

The process of becoming fully developed, 
a mental capacity which will accept 
legal and moral responsibility for 
action. 

Depression.

The unconscious desire of a son to 
replace his father—to kill the father 
and marry the mother. It may be 
described as an excessive attachment 
of the son to the mother, with 
unconscious sexual wishes. The sexual 
wishes only reflect an infantile form 
of sexuality which existed in early 
childhood. The gratification of 
that period consisted of the existent 
affection between the mother and the 
child. This affection was often 
frustrated by the father. The term, 
coined by Freud, was taken from a Greek 
myth. It is the story of an exiled 
son who returned, slew his father in 
combat, and later married his mother. 

The son had been exiled by the father 
on advice of an oracle who had 
predicted that his son was destined to 
slay him.- When the son later learned 
from the oracle that the man he slew 
was his father and the woman he married 
was his mother, he was remorseful that 
he gouged out his eyes. The Mother then 
committed suicide. The Freudian 
school has recently tried to connect 
this incident with the origin of the 
castration complex. 

Sexual pleasure obtained through the 
use of the mouth on the sexual organs. 

Pertaining to the physical organism. 

Sexual excitement by love of odors. 

Covering up weakness by emphasizing 
desirable trait or making up for 
frustration in one area by overgratification 
in another.

False modesty, an aversion of anything 
pertaining to sex. 

Sexually inadequate men to boast of 
their sexual prowess to compensate 
for their impotence. 

Certain psychopathic personalities 
belonging to the hysterical group, 
whose chief role in life is deception, 
lying and cheating, and to whom 
fabrication is an art. 

Relating to the forces of the mind. Ideas 
and impulses are charged with emotions, 
to which the general expression psychic 
energy is given. For example, delusions 
of persecution or obsessions or compulsions 
are described as psycho-dynamic 
phenomena, in that they are said to 
represent the results of activity 
of psychic forces. 

(See Sociopath) 

Pertaining to the relationship between 
the emotions and the physical functions 
of the body. 

Relating to the mental or emotional 
components of the sexual instinct. 

A condition in which a chronologically 
adult individual remains sexually 
fixed at an infantile stage.

Avoiding undesirable feelings etc., by 
reverting to a previous stage of 
maturity. 

Keeping undesirable feelings, wishes, 
memories, impulses, traits or fantasies 
from entering the conscious mind. 

An effort of the neurotic not to allow 
liberation into consciousness of 
psychic material that had been 
repressed.

A perversion in which the sex drive 
(libido) becomes misdirected or 
perverted. A form of sexual deviation 
which causes one to derive pleasure 
from inflicting pain on another person. 
This pain may be physical or psychic. 

It is the counterpart of Masochism. 

Permission or approval of any act or 
form of behavior (positive sanction), 
disapproval of same (negative sanction). 

Titillation of the clitoris through mutual 
masturbation or cunnilingus practiced 
by females. 

Excessive sexual desire in the male which 
is never satisfied. 

Pre-occupation or obsession with 
excrement. 

A psychosis which has several such 
categories, characterized by inappropriate 
affect, delusions, hallucinations 
and disorganized thought process. 

A person expressing his sex drive in 
an unnatural way or acts considered 
to be abnormal. A homosexual is 
now called a sex deviate and sometimes 
a degenerate. 

A form of schizophrenia characterized 
by relatively good contact with reality, 
emotional apathy and withdrawal from 
society. 

The processes by which society or 
any subgroup secures conformity to 
expected form of conduct. 

The process of training an organism 

in the accepted conduct and values of 
the group or society.

A desire to be a person of the opposite 
sex. 

A form of sexual deviation in which 
the person tries to play the role of 
the opposite sex by crossed dressing. 
Sometimes the transvestite masquerades 
in secret, masturbating and fantasying 
the role of the opposite sex. Ellis 
has coined the term Eonism to designate 
the deviation. 

A desire to wear the clothes of, and 
imitate, the opposite sex. 

A form of sexual deviation occurring 
between women where they practice 
coitus by approximating men's genitals 
and going through sexual motions. 

A form of exhibitionism in which the 
subject desires to perform the sexual 
act with several partners in the 
presence of several persons.

The nucleus of life? the storehouse 
of the mind; the seat of innate 
intelligence. 

Deprived of fundamental social rights 
and security through poverty, discrim¬ 
ination, etc. 

A form of sexual deviation in which 
sexual excitement is produced by 
the sight of urine or a person urinating. 
In some deviations there is a desire 
to drink the urine of the sexual 
partner.

A value is a norm, a socially accepted 
goal, an object of group approval. 

A value judgment is an esthetic, 
moral or ethical judgment; a proposition 
which is not subject to empirical 
test because it asserts a value not 
a fact.

ZOOPHILIA 


A form of sexual deviation where the 
person enjoys sexual gratification 
by peeping. A peeper is a voyeur. 

A term coined by Krafft-Ebing to denote 
sexual excitement caused by the 
stroking and fondling of animals. It 
does not refer to sexual intercourse 
with animals, for which act Krafft- 
Ebing reserves the expression ZOOERASTY. 
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
